NE of the least known of all 

stamp issuing countries is that 

variously known as Tannou 

Touva, Touva or Northern 
Mongolia. Located in a remote portion 
of the globe seldom visited by foreigners, 
the postal service of this country has 
been the subject of much conjecture. 
Appearing from time to time from the 
Soviet Russian philatelic agency, have 
been numerous stamps purporting to be 
postage stamps of Touva. Covers franked 
only with such stamps have from time 
to time reached dealers, all such covers 
though being evidently posted at Mos- 
cow, Russia—a city a thousand miles 
and more from Touva. What little in- 
formation has been found regarding this 
country has served to allay but little 
some suspicions regarding the stamps. 
Reflecting this is the refusal of Scott’s 
to list any of the stamps issued since 
1933; while Gibbons list even fewer of 
the stamps. Much of the suspicion was 
brought on by the failure of Russian sell- 
ers of the stamps to answer questions 
regarding the issues and the little defi- 
nite information known came in a rath- 
er roundabout way. 

Albert H. Harris, head of Harris Pub- 
lications, Ltd. of London has tried to ob- 
tain complete information on the country, 
with but little success, and this effort 
and its meagre results have been pub- 
lished in the Stamp Collectors’ Annual 
and Diary in 1938, and in the new edi- 
tion for 1939. The entire articles are too 
long to print here and interested collec- 
tors can obtain copies of these Annuals 
from them at 112 Strand, London, by 
remitting 1/3 each. Mr. Harris com- 
menced his questioning by trying to de- 
termine if there was a postal service in 
Touva. Writing first to the Soviet Phil- 
atelic Association (Russian Phil. Agency) 
at Moscow he asked a number of ques- 
tions. This Bureau was contacted because 
all sample sets came in envelopes bear- 
ing the Bureau’s name and Moscow 
address, though the cover would bear 
Touva stamps with cancellations of the 
alleged Touva post offices of “Kizil” or 
“Turan.” A letter of March 10, 1937, 
inquiring if there was such a postal serv- 
ice brought this reply, indicating that 
there was, but not explaining the use of 
the stamps at Moscow, or why if only 
the Touvan Postal Service answered 
questions, why its stamps were issued 
ftom Moscow: 

23 March, 1937 


_ We have received your letter of the 10th 
at., and wish to suggest that you may receive

Letters so addressed never were replied 
to, nor were they returned undelivered to 
Mr. Harris. Which made things appear 
more suspicious than ever. The firm of 
Whitfield-King submitted a letter re- 
ceived on March 23, 1937, from “The 
General Post Office Administration of 
the People’s Republic of Touva.” The 
letter simply stated that in reply to in- 








quiries about the purpose of Touva 
stamps recently offered, that these com- 
memorated the 15th anniversary of the 
foundation of the republic and also to 
meet the introduction of a new monetary 
system. The series to consist of 22 values 
for ordinary postage and 9 for “air mail 
service.” The letter was in very good 
English. 

Inquiry of the Universal Postal Union 
regarding the existence of such a country, 
whether it was known to them, names of 
its post offices, etc., was met with 
the reply that no such country or subdi- 
vision of a country was known and that 
a number of post offices were listed 
under Russia which had Kizil as part of 





their hyphenated name, but which were 
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ouva The Unknown 


located in different regions of the U. S. 
Ss. R. 

Isolated notes on the country in the 
magazine “Asia,” etc., gave such infor- 
mation that as recently as 1930 the 
country had no written language and 
from this it would seem a postal service 
would be of no use whatsoever, though 
stamps were issued as early as 1926. The 
report went on to state there are now 
(1937) 16 newspapers printed in the 
adopted alphabet, Russian (Cyrillic). 
Descriptions of the inhabitants and their 
known racial characteristics indicate 
there would be little use by them of a 
postal service. 

The only really informative statement 
on the country’s alleged postal service 
was contained in the following letter to 
Bela Sekula, New York dealer who 
wholesaled the issues. He had called to 
the Touvan authorities attention the un- 
answered questions and they replied to 
him as follows: 

Dear Sir, 


We acknowleged receipt of your letter of the 
18th ult. and must observe that the letters ad- 
dressed to us never remain without reply. There- 
fore we do not understand what letters from 
Mr. Harris remained without answer. 

You wish to know whether there 
postal service in Tannou Touva? 

The Universal Postal Union in Berne is 
aware of the existence of the General Postal 
Administration in the People’s Republic of 
Touva. This fact is beyond dispute. 

There are Post Offices at the following spots 
in the Tannou Touva People’s Republic :— 

(1.) The General Post Office, Kizil.

(7) Can any statistics be given of the 
amount of mail handled annually in Touva? 

(8). Can you supply any photographs of 
post offices in the Republic?

railroad; from Miéinussinsk—motor communi- 
cation on high roads. 

(2) Methods of communication in the 
Tannou Touva People’s Republic are: To- 
wards Mongolia, the high road Kizil-Ulasutay; 
towards the U.S.S.R., the high road Kizil-Minus- 
sinsk. Water transport on the River Yenisci. 
The Government is now busy with the con- 
struction of roads for motor communication, 
and the improvement of navigation. 

(3) We are sorry to have no information 
about the postal rates. 

(4) Up to date the Touva Republic is not 
a members of the Berne Universal Postal Union. 

(5) This is an unfounded assertion. There 
is no such postmark in Moscow, and the can- 
cellations are applied only in Kizil. 

(6) The aerodrome is in Irkutsk (see our 
clause 1). 

(7) We regret not to dispose (sic) at pres- 
ent over statistics of the amount of mail 
handled annually. 

(8) We have no photographs of post of- 
fices in Touva at our disposal. 


We regret not to be in possession of more 
complete ——— for reply to all your ques- 
tions, but we hope that these brief data will 
complete the information you have about the 
People’s Republic of Touva.

There is no letter “H” in the Cyrillic 
alphabet supposed to be in use in Touva, 
“X” being the equivalent in that alpha- 
bet of “H.” The syllables “ego” or “ego” 
mean “of the.” What appears to be the 
name of the postal official—“Mezhdun- 
arodnaja Kniga,” means “International 
Book.” 

The letter makes one outstanding con- 
tradictory statement, that the U. P. U. 
is aware of the existence of the Touvan 
Postal Administration, when they have 
stated they knew nothing of such a place 
and the latest edition of their post office 
5) directory did not list it or any of the 
post offices named, either under Touva 
or any other country name. 

From the information at hand the fol- 
lowing conclusions can be drawn: 

1. Touvan stamps are accepted as 
postage stamps by the Soviet postal au- 
thorities, though so far all seen used have 
been on official communications and 
none have been seen upon private let- 
ters. The question is by whom are 
these stamps actually issued? 

2. Since Touva is not a member of 
the Universal Postal Union, its stamps 
may not prepay letters to other coun- 
tries that are members. That no covers 
have been charged postage due on de- 
livery is due only to neglect or ignor- 
ance. The stamps of Touva are in a 
class with those of Tibet, and are similar 
to franking power to those of Afghani- 
stan before that country joined the UPU. 

3. No airmail service exists within 
the country, all airmail going by ordi- 
nary land transport to a Soviet city 
(Irkutsk) and thence by air to destina- 
tion. This fact itself however doesn’t 
rule out the validity of Touva’s air 
stamps, for certain small countries such 
as Luxemburg have issued air mail 
stamps when airmail service did not 
exist within that particular state. How- 
ever, Touva air stamps have theoretically 
no validity in Soviet Russia by rules of 
the U. P. U. and consequently all air 
issues are without franking power and 
entirely unnecessary. 

4. Nominally at least, Touva is an 
independent country, but it would ap- 
pear to actually be a part of the U. S.

5. We cannot condemn Touvan stamps 
solely on the ground that questions are 
evaded. Anyone who has asked Russian 
officialdom questions will agree that 
this appears to be the usual procedure. 
Questions which any other country would 
willingly answer are ignored, despite the 
apparent tendency of this attitude to 
bring into disrepute Soviet philatelic 
emissions. 

6. Lack of covers from other than the 
Soviet Bureau do not indicate the 
stamps have no other use. Touva is a 
remote district, having little need of 
contact with the rest of the outer world 
(it lies between Outer Mongolia and Si- 
beria in the heart of the least known 
portion of Asia) and communications are 
so slow that contacts are discouraged by 
that alone. Then too, if the government 
follows the Soviet pattern, there would 
normally be no opportunity or need for 
private correspondence of an interna- 
tional nature. All commerce in the Soviet 
state is government conducted.

Scott Announces Change 
In Catalog Listings 


On May 16 Scott Publications, Inc., 
announced that the 1940 edition of the 
Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue will 
have the numbers changed of all cate- 
gories of postage stamps except the is- 
sues for ordinary postage.

With the new 
style of numbering, there will be no 
need ever to renumber the special issues 
of stamps. The catalogue, as usual will 
appear in September and there will be 
no advance in price. 





Philadelphia-Camden 
Autogiro 


In order for every first flight cover to 
be actually transported on the first flight 
of the autogiro plane to carry mail be- 
tween the roof of the Philadelphia post 
office and the Camden, N. J., airmail 
field, the Post Office Department has re- 
quested that only lightweight covers be 
sent. The announcement was due to the 
capacity of the plane being limited in 
proportion to the heavy mail this un- 
usual flight is expected to attract and 
the habit of many first flight senders 
using large envelopes rather than stand- 
ard 63% size covers. 

A cachet of the same design but in 
different colors will be used by the Phila- 
delphia, Pa., post office and the Clerk 
in Charge, Airmail Field, Camden, N. J., 
on first flight mail, but covers can not 
receive both postmarks and cachets of 
both offices on the same cover. Cachet 
will not be placed on covers unless there 
is sufficient space on the face of the 
cover, and not at all if this space already 
has a printed cachet or written inscrip- 
tion. The route, No. 2001, is an experi- 
mental one, considered ever since the 
new post office at Philadelphia was com- 
pleted with landing space on the roof 
sufficient to accommodate rotary-wing 
aircraft. Date for first flight was not 
announced but flight is expected soon.

Cincinnati, Ohio 
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First Atlantic Clipper Flight 





Leaving the Long Island base May 20th 
at 12:07 P. M. (E. S. T.) the Yankee 
Clipper started on the first regularly 
scheduled Trans-Atlantic airmail flight, 
for which plans had been discussed and 
worked upon for many years. Despite 
the very short notice to stamp collectors, 
the mail load was heavy. Official report 
stated the sacks contained 112,574 first 
flight covers. Apparently the Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways received 23,000 covers to be 
flown on just the eastbound flight from 
Azores as the scheduled stop of two and 
a half hours was extended to six hours 
and 19 minutes in order to allow time for 
these covers to be stamped and can- 
celled. The main post office, at Horta, 
was unprepared for this large amount as 
stamps had to be obtained from neigh- 
boring islands to meet the need for these 
covers and volunteers were called on to 
aid in preparing the mail. 

The 2300 mile flight from New York to 
Azores was completed in 13 hours and 
22 minutes. The flight from Azores to 
Lisbon, 1300 miles was made in six 
hours and 54 minutes. 

To handle covers consigned to its care 
by stamp collectors, Pan American sent 
along on the flight Fred Laidlaw especially 
to service these covers. Captain Arthur 
E. LaPorte had command of the Clipper, 
while President Juan Trippe of P. A. A. 
officiated at the departure of the ship. 
The flight was commenced on the 12th 
anniversary of Lindbergh’s flight.

Let me open this report with my 
thanks to those who have written me, 
both congratulating me for the reports 
and those requesting me to help them 
connected with some stamp collectors 
here. To the former, I am grateful and 
to the latter, I give them assurance that 
everything I can do will be done for

A great shock to many collectors 
here and probably abroad is the news 
that the P1.00 denominations of the set 
issued by the Bureau of Post to celebrate 
the FIRST AIR MAIL EXHIBITION 
held in Manila recently was sold out at 
the first day of sale. The reports show 
that only 30,000 of this denomination 
was printed. There is now much specu- 
lation as to their prices. I know of sev- 
eral stores selling them at two and half 
times their face value with the comment 
that such is a charity price. Many collec- 
tors were caught unaware and are prac- 
tically begging for the stamp now. There 
are still a good number of the 8c of this 


issue. 





While I do not give credit to this 
rumor, I hear that there is a move among 
many disatisfied collectors that they will 
request a reprinting of the P1.00 denom- 
ination. There contention is that inas- 
much as these stamps were printed for 
and through the request of stamp col- 
lectors, the government should have 
made provisions that enough copies 
should have been printed to give fair 
chances to those who through unavoid- 
able circumstances could not purchase 
copies on the first day of sale. 





I reported some time ago of an inter- 
est developing among collectors here in 
cancellation collecting. Since then I have 
received several requests for copies of 
slogan cancellation and town cancella- 
tions. I still have copies which I will 
be willing to give out, but may I request 
that you accompany your request with 5c 
to cover postage.

Germany Commemorates 
Speech 


In commemoration of the May Day 
speech of Chancellor Hitler before the 
Reichstag, a commemorative stamp was 
issued on April 28. The stamp depicts 
the fuhrer at the rostrum and is de- 
signed from a photograph taken by Pro- 
fessor Hoffman during a speech by Hit- 
ler on January 30. Printed by the Pho- 
togravure process, the stamp carries a 
19 pfennig surtax for Hitler’s “culture 
fund.” It was this May 1 speech of Hit- 
ler’s which served as his answer to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s plea for world peace 
addressed to Hitler and Mussolini.

Perhaps never again will there be such 
an extensive accumulation and collection 
of one series of stamps made as has been 
reached by C. W. Sachs in the Bi-Cen- 
tennial Series.

of the New York World Fair presented 
us with an issue of 48 stamps. And are 
the boys having fun separating the 
stamps into complete sets! One thing 
when the French honor us, they do it 
wholeheartedly. After all aren’t we pay- 
ing for it? The most important part, 
however, the French Postal Authorities 
haven’t issued any “limited issues.” 





The Mexican set honoring Will Rogers 
made its appearance this week, only 
thing we are wondering about how does 
it honor Will Rogers, when it honors the 
Tulsa Convention? We know Will Rog- 
ers comes from Oklahoma, and we know 
that Tulsa is in Oklahoma, so we sup- 
pose and hope that the stamp is in honor 
of both of them. Only thing I am won- 
dering about, why didn’t some astute 
business man tip off the Mexican Gov- 
ernment that this would have been an 
ideal way to balance their budget. They 
printed only 50,000 sets, and sold these 
all on the first day of issue. Couldn’t 
they have printed ten times as much? 
Very few of these were used for postage. 
A nicer profit would have been the re 
sult with better feeling all around. 


While on the subject of Mexican 
stamps, one wonders if their New York 
World’s Fair stamps will reach a whole- 
sale price of a dollar a set as predicted 
by some. The current wholesale and 
retail prices are about the same. Re- 
tailers however know that when their 
current supply gives out (as in some 
cases it already has) that they will have 
to charge much more for the set. 





The wholesale price on the Dominican 
Republic New York World’s Fair set 
has advanced three cents. The Rou- 
manian set which made its appearance 
in New York this week is also one of 
the “Limited Issue” sets. The stamps 
weren’t even off the boat when warn- 
ings were received from Europe that if 
the dealers want more of this stamp, well 
they must pay more. The joker in this 
is that wholesalers, will need more as 
they only received one-twentieth of what 
they ordered. 





The Danzig Cancer set which I spoke 
about last weeek, may turn out to be one 
of the most speculative issues to reach 
our shores since the New Zealand Cham- 
ber of Commerce set.

Postal Card Control 
Surcharge 


In 1903 merchants in Persia found a 
ready sale for picture post cards which 
to the mind of the very religious Mo- 
hammedans were on a par with the post- 
cards vended on the sly by Parisians 
to the tourist. These Persian post cards 
simply showed women unveiled, which 
was shocking to many who saw them. To 
soothe its outraged subjects, the gov- 
ernment decreed that all cards must be 
inspected and bear a government control 
mark before being offered for sale. To 
indicate this tax, the current 2 chahis 
stamp of design of 1903 was overprinted 
“CONTROLE” and affixed to all cards 
in addition to postage. 





AUSTRALASIAN NOTES 





R. PORTER 


AUSTRALIA: 


A new 5/- commemorative stamp has 
just been announced by the Postmaster 
General. It will appear in connection 
with the Trans-Indian Ocean survey 
flight which is to take place on June 7th 
from Onslow in Western Australia to 
Mombassa in Kenya. A limited quantity 
of mail will be carried and the rate for 
this flight has been fixed at 5/- per 1% 
oz., hence the new stamp. 





S. Miller, who under the name of R, Porter, 
writes Australasian Notes 


Besides marking the conquest by air 
of the last ocean not yet covered by air 
routes, the stamp will help to meet the 
costs of the flight which are estimated at 
£3,000 ($12,000). The stamps will be 
placed on sale in all six capital cities of 
Australia a few days before the flight 
takes place, and withdrawn shortly after. 
The number to be printed has not been 
announced, but in the circumstances it 
cannot run to more than two or three 
thousand. 

The decision to undertake the flight is 
an outcome of the continued political 
tension in Europe. General war may cut 
off the Imperial Airways route which 
links England with Australia, via Egypt, 
India and Singapore and it is for that 
reason that an alternative air route has 
become a necessity. The new route across 
the Indian Ocean is a little over 400 
nautical miles long and has the Cocos 
Islands, the Chagos Group and the Sey- 
chelles as resting places. 

Once the route is established it will 
greatly resemble a trans-Pacific Clipper 
flight for it will consist of a series of 
“hops” from one continent to another 
with romantic little equatorial islands as 
resting places. 

The part the U.S.A. plays in this his- 
torical flight is a very conspicuous one, 
for the flying boat “Guba” which has 


been chartered by the Commonwealth 
Government to undertake the survey is 
a standard U. S. Navy patrol boat with a 
flying range of over 4000 miles and now 
the property of Mr. Richard Archbold, 
the millionaire American scientist who 
until recently has been engaged on ex- 
ploratory work in little known parts of: 
Papua. 

Two of the crew are likely to be 

Americans. They are Mr. Russell Rodg- 
,ers and Captain L. A. Yancey. Captain 
|P. G. Taylor, famous companion of the 
jlate Sir Charles Kingsford Smith, is to 
| be in charge of the flight and a Sydney 
| journalist, Mr. J. Percival is to complete 
| the crew. Special covers are to be made 
; available for the use of collectors and 
| others who will wish to send them by the 
| Guba and stamps of Kenya will be also 
available at the Chief Post Office in the 
capital cities so that they may be af- 
fixed to covers and prepay postage for 
jtheir return from Kenya back to Aus- 
jtralia. Altogether the flight although

{strategic aviation will owe much of its 
| financial success to the stamp collecting 
public. It will be necessary to sell only 
a little over 12,000 stamps to cover the 
entire cost of the flight.
